EDUCATION. 
Th** report of the State Superintendent 
will show that the total amount of money 
expended for tho support of common 
schools during the pxst year was $2,166,- 
368.43, an increase of nearly $14,090 over 
the preceding year, and that of this sum 
$1,567,870.32 
were paid for teachers’ 
wages. The whole number of children 
within the State, of school age, is report­ 
ed at 481,IBM, a slight decrease from last 
year, but the attendance at school has in- 
creased nearly 8,000, and is now reported 
at 203,258. The number of teachers em­ 
ployed iii the public schools of the Stat** 
tin* pxst year was 10,110. By the terms of 
the “ compulsory education law,” which 
went into effect September I, i879, all 
children between the* ages of seven and 
fifteen years, not excused therefrom for 
good reason, are re* pi ired to attend a 
public or private school at least twelve 
weeks iii each school year. Tie* number 
»f children, Iietween these ages, in this 
Stab*, is found to Im* 220,070 and 170,402, 
or nearly three-fourths of them attended 
the public schools during the year. 
The Stat** Superintendent has been 
most active in the discharge of Hie varied 
littles of his office during Hie past year, 
iii*l th e impress of his zeal and faithful­ 
ness will I)** felt for many years to come. 
There is a healthy rivalry, but no un­ 
friendly jeahiusies, between the public 
md private schools of Wisconsin. The 
friends and promoters of either recognize

that the field is broad enough for all who j 
may come, anil each encourages and sup­ 
plements the work of the other. The re­ 
port of tin* State Superintendent will 
contain the most complete ami reliable i 
statistics of til** condition of tie* schools * 
in the State, private as well as public, 
ever compiled, and iii this and other re­ 
spects will Im* of unusual interest.

authority in tin* law for complying with i 
this otherwise most reasonable request* I 
I The buildings and grounds occupied bv 
this institution are tho property of the ; 
State, and it is doing a most noble work 
in most excellent way; a work which, but 
for the self sacrificing philanthropy of 
: the ladies connected with its m anage-I 
nient, the State would he obliged to un- : 
dcrtako, at a cost of several dollars an- j 
imully.jand and it would seem that for 
this reason, because of the public inter­ 
est in the methods and results of this 
work, the State ought to make provision 
for tile publication of their anmia! re­ 
port. 
The number of children received int*) 
this school the past year was 59; the 
number discharged 38; the whole num­ 
ber in attendance during the year 147, 
aud tlie number present at the close of 
107—85 of them being girls and 23 boys, 
the latter t*xi young to be sent to the 
school at Waukesha. 
Twenty-three of 
the sixty-two counties iii the Stat** have 
have representatives iii the school. The 
current expenses for the past year were 
$9,300.32, of w hich their was paid for sal­ 
aries aud wages $1,946.01, and for subsis­ 
tence $2,499.89. Since its organization, 
in April, 1875, 241 children have been re­ 
ceived into the school, and 170 have been 
discharged or placed in families. Of this 
last number, 38 did not do well, aud 
have been returned, leaving probably not 
loss than 125 now living who arc doing 
well, either at their original homes or rn 
other families where new homes have 
been found for them. 
This is a most in­ 
structive ami satisfactory record, not on­ 
ly in that it shows a great amount of pos­ 
itive g»Mut accomplished, in the reforma­ 
tion of these girls, aud a greater amount 
of positive evil averted, hut also because 
it shows further, that the managers agree 
in theory and conform in practice to Hie 
opinion expressed in my last annual mes­ 
sage, that “institution life at best is but 
a poor substitute for homo.” 
The appropriations made by tile legis­ 
lature last winter have been faithfully 
applied to the objects specific*! in the 
act making them, but were not sufficient 
to accomplish all that was desired. 
The 
managers will apply to you for small ap­ 
propriations to complete additions and 
improvements already commenced, and 
their applications, I doubt not, will re­ 
ceive, as it xvi ll merit, your favorable 
consideration. 
The whole number of boys in attend­ 
ance at th** school iii Waukesha during 
the year was 549, the average for the year 
being 427. The number received during 
the year was 118,—iud by commitment 
and ten by return of former inmates. The 
number release*!, died anil escaped was 
119, of whom 104 were discharged on 
ticket of leave, 97 to their homes and 
seven to new places on trial. The whole 
number received at this school since its 
opening, in July, I860, is I,HOI. 
The in­ 
dustrial interests co ii nee ted with this in­ 
stitution are reported in a nourishing 
c judith rn, and their healthful and re­ 
formatory influences upon the boys cau­ 
li >t Im* overestimated. All t ie boys work 
some portal.I of each day, but none of 
them to exceed five hours, and, and it is 
not to he expected that their labor can 
Im* made to yield pecuniary returns. The 


DEPENDENT CHILDREN, 
shall receive favorable consideration, the 
greater part of the improvements and 
additions estimated for may lie omitted. 
The experience of Wisconsin confirms 
th** teachings of experience in all ages, 
to the effect that the most economical 
way to diminish and prevent crime is to 
rescue the children from paths which 
leads to idleness, vice and criminal hab­ 
its. Tile monetary benefits which have 
been conferred upon the people of Wis- 
; cousin by the Industrial School forBoys, 
are literally incalculable. They lure in 
some measure negatively indicated by 
the comparatively limited number of m- 
raates in our State prison. 
I think it 
within the truth to say that but for th** 
good effected by this Industrial School 
iii the past, our 
criminal population 
w ould be twice as large aa it is now, arni 
the exjK*nses for courts, sheriffs and jails 
proportionately increased. 
Under the 
present circuinstances it cost the sev- 
eounties in the State, for the year 1879, 
over 8250,0: RIT ) to arrest, de tai Ii, convict 
ami punish criminals. 
Here, then, is a 
direct and obvious saving of perhaps a 
quarter of a million dollars annually, but 
this is the least of accruing benefits. 
'I’ll** great gain, even in dollars and cents, 
results from having upright, intelligent, 
j sober and industrious citizens in place 
| of professional criminals. 
But may w*e not do even better than 
I we are doing? Or, rather, is not our 
present system, in some respects,’inexcus­ 
ably bad? There are in the Industrial 
S cho ol at Waukesha very many boys, 
sent there nominally for vagiency, or 
perhaps incorrigibility, or even larceny, 
but really and in fact, because they had 
no homes or friends. This is the record 
for the last year: committed for vagrancy 
17; for incorrigibility, 32; for larceny, 
51; fur burglary, 2: for malicious destruc­ 
tion of property, 2: for forgery, I. Of 
these 43 were less than 13 years of age, 
11 had no parents living, 16 hail mothers 
only, and in cases of 13 the parents were 
separated. Many, perhaps most, of these 
hoys, were not in fact vicious or incor­ 
rigible. 
In 
times 
past 
they 
would have been sent to poor-houses—a 
most unfit place, surely, because the ten­ 
dency of the associations and surround­ 
ings was to make them confirmed pau­ 
pers, and the practice has been wisely 
prohibited by law. 
But the same line of 
argument which justifies this prohibition, 
lends irresistibly to its extension. 
Indus­ 
trial schools are intended for the iueoni- 
gible, the vicious aud the criminal, aud 
not only are these classes present in those 
schools, but every boy committed to th®m, 
to a greater or less extent, deservedly or 
undeservedly, becomes identified with 
these classes in public estimation. One 
of the results is that it is extremely dif­ 
ficult to find homes for a large class of 
boys who are as blight, as intelligent, as 
innocent amias affectionate as any in the 
laud. Aud yet the rich aud powerful State 
of Wisconsin, upon the pretext that there­ 
by it saves a few* thousands of dollars, 
consents to affix upon such boys as these 
a badge of dishonor. 
I have alluded to tins subject iii previ­ 
o u s messages as one demanding attention 
in the early future, but further observa­ 
tion and reflection convince inc that we 
cannot afford, either on grounds of right 
or expediency, longer to delay to provide 
a suitable temporary home and school for 
dependent children, a place to which they 
may be sent and from which they may be 
distributed without having their misfor­ 
tunes increased by the State. 


sor the purposes sot forth in their report 
iii amounts aggregating 827,600. 
hi obedience to a joint resolution in that 
behalf adopted by tile last Legislature, I 
appointed Senators Sutherland, McCrew 
and Smith, a committee to investigate the 
affairs of this hospital.

STATE FRISON. 
The number of convicts confined in the 
State Prison, September 30,1880, was 277 
-thirty-tw o less than were there a year 
previous, and a decrease of sixty-nine in 
two years. 
The commitments during the 
year were 121. Of the prisoners received 
only twelve are known to have been pre­ 
viously iii any prison, and only ten could 
neither read nor write. 
The total expen­ 
ditures for the year were $44,082.88, an in­ 
crease of $1,157.88 over the amount esti­ 
mated in the preceding report, and of 
this sum $473.79 was paid on account of 
previous unreported 
liabilities. 
The 
amount paid for salaries and wages was 
$15,296.71, and for subsistence, $14,214.- 
73. The convicts’ earnings were $27,873.- 
40. The expenses for the current year 
are estimated at 842,OOT ), and the earn­ 
ings at 827,000.00, but the deficiency will 
be supplied from the assets on hand and 
no appropriation will be necessary. 
The reports of the directors and war- 
denr set forth very clearly all matters 
connected with the management aud con­ 
dition of the prison, and I bespeak for 
them a careful perusal. It must be a mat­ 
ter of just pride to every citizen that our 
prison population is comparatively so 
small, and it is in every way creditable to 
all connected with the administration of 
prison affairs that so few of its discharged 
prisoners are reconvicted of crime; but 
the perfection of prison discipline cannot, 
in my judgment, be attained until the 
laws are modified by the substitution of 
indeterminate for fixed sentences. 


BENEVOLENT INSTITUTIONS. 
The whole number of patients treated 
at the Northern Hospital for the Insane 
during the last fiscal year was 719, the 
daily average 529 3-10, and the number 
under treatment at the close of the year 
489. The numlier discharged recovered 
was 42, improved 71, and unimproved 77. 
Of those discharged 23 were removed to 
the State Hospital, and 83 to the Milwau­ 
kee County Insane Asylum. The total 
expenditures were $138,910.45, of which 
8129,056.21 were for current expenses. 
The current expenditures for the present 
calendar year are estimated at $121,883.92, 
which will require an appropriation of 
870,319.67 iii addition to the amount to be 
received from counties, ami the surplus 
which it was expected would remain on 
hand at the beginning of the year. The 
trustees request special appropriations to 
the amount of $16,80 3.00 for purposes spe­ 
cified in their report. 
The Wisconsin State Hospital has giv­ 
en treatment to 753 patients during the 
year, with a daily average of 550, and 586 
muter treatment at its close. The number 


should receive your most eon 
tuition, the 
practical difficulties sur­ 
rounding the administration of these sa­ 
cred ti ants by a single board of control 
should not be overlooked. 
It remains tor me to add, and I am 
much gratified ti int I may do so, that 
there is no suggestion 1»I tile committee’s 
report of anything approaching corrup­ 
tion or malfeasance in cilice, on the part 
of any one connected v Ah the hospital, 
wliffe in many of the most important par­ 
ticulars, especially those relating to the 
condition and care of patients, the com­ 
mittee bestow much and well-deserved 
commendation. 
The expenses of the investigation, in­ 
cluding the per diem charges of the mem­ 
bers of 
the committee, amounted to 
$3,845.15, of which sum, as before stated, 
8465.U > were paid from the contingent 
fund. An appropriation to pay tin* bal­ 
ance should be made at an early day. 
The Milwauki * County Insane Asylum 
has bf n completed during this year, aud 
e m b o d ie s the best results of recent ex­ 
perience in ii ll matters pertaining to hos­ 
pital construction. 
In general appear­ 
ance, convep’ence of ainiugement, per­ 
fection of lieut'ng (iud ventilation , and 
j ti utilization and economy of space, it is 
not surpassed by any institution in the 
country. I t was opened for the reception 
of patients Mardi 26, IPSO, since which 
i'uie 215 different persons have r*. reived 
treatment, the daily average being 185. 
The cost of maintenance, exclusive of all 
repairs and furnishing, has been $14,- 
515.46, an average of $2.99 te per week for 
each patient. The tiustees do not expect 
that this a vertigo can be maintained 
throughout the year, <>r for a seines of 
years. 
It is estimated by’ Hie board of trustees 
that this asylum xviii accommodate 3 X) 
patients. 
Upon Hds basis there is now 
provision, iu Wisconsin, for the treat­ 
ment and care of not less than 1,41 ) in­ 
sane persons in first class hospitals. This 
is at the rat * of one for every 950 of pop­ 
ulation, and if judiciously’ used, ought to 
be amply sufficient for all other present 
necessities. 
At the Institution for the Education of 
the Deaf and Dumb, the biri Id mgs pro­ 
dded for by the law enacted last vmter 
have been er offed and v, Ii be found well 
adapted to the pm poses of the school. 
The amount expended from the build mg 
fund was 849,749 51, from tile current ex­ 
pense fund 848,475 68, including in the 
latter sum $15,454 49 for repairs and per­ 
manent improvements and 84,< 59 for 
liouse Lurniste’ng. The greater part of 
the expenditures embraced iii these last 
mentioned sums was made ne aessary by* 
the fire in 1879, and is covered by the 
spe mil appropriation of hist wmter. The 
amount paid for salaries and wages was 
$12,831 43, and for subsistence $8,0 >9.34. 
The whole number of pupils enrobed 
during the year was 195, of whom 156 
were iii attendance September 39,1889. 
The estimates for the current year are 
based upon an assam I average attend­ 
ance of 175 pup’ Is and amount to $34,50 3 03 
for current expem -es, and $12,050 OO for 
various purposes as set forth iii their re­ 
port.

The fiscal year of this institution docs 
not correspond with the State’s fiscal 
year, and if any discrepancy ? should be 
found between their accoun ; aud the ta­ 
bles published by the Secretary of State, 
this fact may account therefor.

and shows very conclusively that the ben­ 
efits resulting from operations of the law 
greatly outweigh inconvenience or extra 
expense consequent upon its enforcement. 
It is confidently claimed by the super­ 
visor that not a sinple lamp explosion 
has occurred where Wisconsin legal test 
oil has been used; that the number of ac­ 
cidents has greatly decreased, and that 
iii nearly every case of accident reported. 
it bas been conclusively demonstrated 
that the oil used was of an inferior 
grade, purchased before the law took 
effect. The total number of barrels of 
oil inspected prior to November I, 1880, 
was 19,414, the number of barrels reject­ 
ed being 1,751 and tho number approved 
17,663. The fees for inspection w ere $3,- 
987.82, inclusive of the fee of two cents 
per barrel to the supervisor, which con­ 
stitutes his entire compensation, and 
amounted to $5388228. There appears to 
be no provision of law’ for publishing 
this report. Believing it to bo an in­ 
structive document, of great public im­ 
portance, I recommend that you author­ 
ize its publication. 
I most heartily com­ 
mend the conservative methods followed

FISH CULTURE. 
The operations of the Commissioners 
of Fisheries during the past year have 
been very successful, and the reports 
from localities where fish have been dis­ 
tributed are very encouraging.

success attained, is the counterpart of its 
record in all other departments. The

It has not been 
an easy matter to turn any considerable 
portion of the tide in this direction, but 
the labors of the board have not been al­ 
together unsuccessful. 
Its records sliowr 
that about 21.6* ) foreign immigrants set­ 
tled in Wisconsin during the last calen­ 
dar year. Tins is no inconsiderable ad­ 
dition to our population, and their strong 
arms and willing hands will assist very 
matei Hilly iu developing our dormant re­ 
sources. It is probable, also, that these 
immigrants brought with them anil ad­ 
ded to the cash capital of the State not 
less than a million and a half of dollars 
in ready money. The present indications 
•ire that the accessions to our population 
dm mg the current year, from foreign im­ 
migration, will greatly exceed those of 
the past year, and, by reason of the infor­ 
mation brought to light and disseminat­ 
ed by this board, many people iii our own 
State and from other States will conclude 
to settle in central and northern Wiscon­ 
sin rather than attempt to make homes 
upon the bleak and far off w’esteiu and 
southwestern plains. 
INSURANCE. 
The text of the report of Commission­ 
er of Insurance is commendably brief.—

It seems quite patent that 
iii its present form tile law offers a re­ 
ward for rascality, aud, ’n consc ]lienee, 
every honest man who procures insur­ 
ance must pay an adddional premium t i 
cover the increase iii the general hazard. 
In so fas as the law affixes a qttnxi penal­ 
ty upon the companies for permitting 
over insurance, its tendencies are alto­ 
gether in Hie right direction; but, in 
providing that the penalty shall be paul 
to the equally negligent or culpable in­ 
sured, it encourages over-insurance and 
consequent iuceml'aiism. The amend­

NATIONAL GUARD. 
There are at present 32 organized com 
panics of militia in the State, with un ag­

Twenty-nine of these companies have 
been inspected during the year, and all 
but four of them found to be in a condi­ 
tion to justify payments to them for rent 
of armory and uniform fund, as provided 
by law'. 
Under the provisions of tho law J 
enacted last winter, one battalion of five 
companies bas been organized in I lock j 
and Walworth counties, and could be a s­ 
sembled for duty, in case of necessity, 
with a full complement of experienced 
officers, with but little del iv. 
Nine com­ 
panies, at their own request, were or­ 
dered into camp, for inatl action, at Mil­ 
waukee last Juno during the Soldiers’ 
Reunion, and rendered very efficient anti 
much needed service in guarding the 
camps and protecting the large amount 
of public property loaned to the Stale 
for that occasion. Several other com­ 
panies were also in attendance and by 
their soldiery bearing and good conduct 
added most materially to t ie interest of 
that memorable meeting. 
There has been, for some years, a m ili­ 
tary departm ent connected with the State 
University, and there is at the present 
time a so-called battalion organization, 
among the students, of two companies, 
aggregating 135 members, under the com­ 
mand and instruction of Captain Charles 
King, U. S. A. The members of this bat­ 
talion, its officers and instructor, the 
President of the University, and the chair­ 
man of the executive committee of the 
Board of Regents, unite in a request that 
provision may be made for the incorpora­ 
tion of tits organization and its succes­ 
sors into the Wisconsin National Guard, 
m order th at they may have a proper 
military s t md mg, In* subjected to proper 
military discipline, and receive such al­ 
lowances for care of arms and armory, and 
for uniforms, as it may be deemed expe­ 
dient by t lit* legislature to provide for. 
I most cordially approve this request, and 
commend it to your favorable considera­ 
tion. 
PUBLIC LANDS. 
There has been a large increase in the 
amount of business transacted during the 
year in tile S ate Land Department. Tile 
sales of land aggregated nearly 82,030 
acres, and in a d lition nearly 64,(. Kl acres 
were patented to counties under the pro­ 
visions of chapter 261, Laws of 1880. The 
lands now’ held by the State, inclusive of 
about 82,000 acres reserved from sale, 
amount to 1,455,202 acres, and embrace 
many thousands of acres of excellent 
farming lands.—lauds destined at no dis­ 
tant day bi rival in the variety, excellence 
and amount of their products, the very 
best lands in the State now' under culti­ 
vation, Progress has been made iii the 
adjustment of the claims of the State for 
additional swamp lands, and I confident- 
Iv expect to receive during the year very J 
considerable accessions to our lists of I 
lands. In the prosecution of these claims I 
I have, at all times, had the zealous co­ 
operation of the commissioners ami the J 
efficient clerical force of the Land De­ 
partment. 
STATISTICS. 
The returns of the principal farm pro­ 
ducts raised in the State in 1870 aud 
growing in IHS I, as reported lo the Sec­ 
retary of State by the towui assessors, and 
hy him tabulated anil compiled, show tho 
following aggregates

These crops 
have now been cultivated for a sufficient 
num ber of years to satisfy the most

ready assumed large proportions as a 
commercial factor. 
The value of the 
crop harvested in ISHO will reach nearly 
or quite a million and a half of dollars,

I also invite your attention to the fact, 
not appearing in these statistics, that 
considerable quantities of the improved 
varieties of sugar cane now’ Being raised 
in Wisconsin, and tiiat 
the 
results 
of recent experim ents tend to show 
that excellent syrup and sugar can be 
obtained therefrom. 
Ffficient and prac­ 
ticable methods for m anufacturing the 
syrvp and crystallizing the sugar so that 
the product may 
have a 
uniform 
commercial standing and 
value, re­ 
main to be discovered, and if you can aid 
in accomplishing this the resulting bene­ 
fits will he of great public utility. 
I commend to your mast careful con­ 
sideration the paragraph iii the report of 
the Secretary of State concerning static- 
j ties. 
M uch lias been done under the 
present law' to evolve order and aproxi- 
j mate certainty out of chaos and utter un­ 
reliability, but the neglect of a few of­ 
ficers makes the returns more or less in- I 
complete.

I approve, also, the recommendation of 
the Secretary of State, that the scope of ^ 
the law should he enlarged so as to em ­ 
brace the statistics of milling, lumbering 
and manufacturing, and suggest, in addi­ 
tion, that imiilR'r inspectors should Ik* 
required t > forward their reports to the 
Se cretary of State to In* tabulated, co r- 
solidated and published, in connection 
with other statistics. 
And withal the State should not be 
content simply to gather aud publish 
statistics. 
It should aid in every prac- J 
ticable way in developing and utilizing I 
the great resources which we possess. It 
can do this, iii part, most economically j 
and efficiently by continuing reasonable I 
appropriations to the State and Northern i 
Ago cultural Societies, the Horticultural 
Society and Dairymen’s Association; and 
there may properly lie added to the list 
such oilier societies as shall devote them- ; 
selves to developing and perfecting new 
forms of industry.
